We  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Town  of  Berlin 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  February  15,  1894. 

The  excess  in  the  bridge  expenditures  was  caused  by 
having  to  raise  the  grade  to  insure  safety  at  high    water. 

The  debt  is  increased  considerably,  until  now  it  is  a 
little  over  $100,000  but  we  have  a  good  bridge,  good 
sidewalks  and  good  streets  as  far  as  they  go  and  ones  on 
which  there  will  not  need  to  be  much  expended  for  re- 
pairs. We  would  suggest  that  in  the  matter  of  macad- 
amizing that  it  be  carried  on  a  little  every  year  until  out- 
streets  will  compare  favorably  with  other  towns  which 
are  pursuing  the  same  course  of  improvement. 

The  receipts  from  the  Police  court  for  account  of  the 
police  force  has  been  about  $1,300  which  make  the  net 
amount  expended  for  the  police  about  $700. 

Our  fire  protection  is  improving  every  year  and  we 
have  at  present  three  very  efficient  companies,  who  im- 
prove at  each  fire,  and  the  way  in  which  fires  have  been 
handled,  while  it  might  be  improved  upon  in  many  par- 
ticulars, is  very  creditable  to  the  companies. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  for  the  running  expenses  of  the  library  as  sug- 
gested by  the  state  librarian  so  that  the  work  already  so 
well  begun  may  be  continued. 

We  respectfully  call    attention    to   the    reports    of  the 
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different  departments  and  to  that    of   the    Treasurer    for 
the  financial  standing  of  the  town.

We,  the  undersigned,  duly  appointed  auditors  of  the 
town  of  Berlin,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  February  15th, 
1894,  beg  to  submit  the  following  report : 

We  have  carefully  examined  and  checked  all  docu- 
ments, receipts,  etc.  held  by  the  selectmen  of  the  town 
of  Berlin,  that  were  taken  in  exchange  for  orders  on  the 
town  treasurer.  We  rind  that  in  the  Highway  depart- 
ment, the  new  law  requiring  that  an  itemized  account  be 
rendered  monthly  has  not  been  complied  with,  and  al- 
though the  selectmen  hold  receipts  for  all  the  orders 
issued,  there  is  an  apparent  discrepancy  of  $497,  caused 
by  missing  orders  of  the  town  surveyor  ;  and  in  view  of 
this  fact,  and  trusting  that  we  may  find  said  vouchers, 
we  are  obliged  to  ask  for  further  time  to  show  as 
nearly  as  possible  in  a  supplementary  report,  the  exact 
state  of  affairs  in  this  matter.

Berlin  so  far  as  I  eoul  I       The  figures  in  this  report  show 
the  full  amount,  covering  everything  for    the    past    year 
There  are  no  bids  in  this  department  to  lay   over,    that 
know  of.      With  the  experience  of  the   past    year     1    feel 
confident  that  1  can  give  many   valuable    suggestions    to 
the  incoming  Overseer.       This    office    created    here    the 
past  vear  I  believe  to  be  a  very  important  one.   and    one

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


7o  the    Selectmen    and    Tax-Layers    of  the     7 own    of 
Berlin : 

The  Board  of  Health    would    respectfully    submit    the 
following  :      During  the  year  we  have  worked   constantly 
to  put  the  town  in  a  proper  sanitary  condition.      As   soon 
as  the  season  permitted  in    early    spring    a   thorough    in- 
spection of  all  premises  was  made  ;  this  was  followed  up 
until  the  winter   came.      Notices    were    distributed    to    all 
owners  and  occupants    to   put    their    premises    in    proper 
condition;  special  notices  were  served    on    all    who  disre- 
garded those  notices,  examinations  made  of  the  premises 
to    see    that    the    demands    of   the    health     officers   were 
complied  with.      Most  of  the  people   seemed    anxious    to 
comply  with  all  requests,  and  to    carry    out    the    suggest 
ions  made  to  them;  in  a    few    instances    it    was  necessary 
to  prosecute  parties  for  violation    of  the    law.  As  a  result 
the  town  was  cleaner  than  ever   before;    old    sink    drains 
were  abandoned  and  the  new  sewers  used    wherever   they 
could  be  reached  ;  if  not,  the    drains    were    repaired    and 
made  as  safe  as  could    be  ;    privies    were    cleaned    nearly 
every  thirty  days,  and  not  allowed  to    accumulate    masses 
of  filth.      A    systematic    and   regular    inspection    of    the 
town  was  kept  up  by  dividing  the  village,  each  health  offi- 
cer looking  after  a  portion  assigned  to  him,  and  reporting 
to  the  board  all   cases    for    action.       The    board    together 
made    five    separate    inspections    of     the    whole      village 
while    the    individual     members,     or   two   together,     went 
every    week    to    some    portions  of  the  town.       There    was 
no  epidemic      during      1893.    two     slight   cases   of   diph- 
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theria,  four  of  typhoid  fever  and  a  few  cases  of    measles 
were  all  that  were  reported. 

Your  board  would  recommend  that  sewers  be  put  in 
on  the  west  side  of  the  G.  T.  R.,  that  the  dumping- 
ground  be  abandoned,  or  not  kept  up  at  the  town  s  ex- 
pense as  no  other  town  that  we  know  of  does  it;  make 
each  and  every  one  responsible  for  the  removal  or  de- 
struction of  all  offensive  matter  by  them  collected,  and 
it  is  a  trivial  matter  to  have  a  clean  town. 

Your  board  insisted  that  all  rubbish  in  and  about 
sheds,  yards,  grounds  and  barns  be  removed,  chips, 
shavings,  straw,  banking,  etc.,  and  all  such  maher  be 
taken  away.  We  think  the  fire  wards  should  also  in- 
spect the  town  and  see  that  this  is  done,  for  it  is  a  men- 
ace in  case  of  fire  in  a  dry  time  _ 

We  would  recommend  that  all  children  be  vaccinated 
that  attend  our  schools,  as  the  law  provides  ;  also  that  a 
general  vaccination  be  ordered,  as  none  has  been  had 
since  1885 -,  and  our  changing  population,  with  the  pre- 
vailing epidemic  of  small  pox  in    Boston,    Lowell,    etc., 

make  it  necessary. 

During  the  coming  year  it  will  not  be    so    much    of    a 

task  to  inspect  the  town  and  keep  it  in  proper  condition. 
There  will  be  places  and  men  who  will  need  watching, 
but  a  notice  in  writing  will  have  the  desired  effect,  as  the 
enforcement  of  the  law  in  the  few  cases  in  which  we  were 
obliged  to  act  had  a  salutary  effect.  With  our  tine  sew- 
er system  extended  reasonably  there  will  be  little  excuse 
for  unsanitary  premises.  The  greatest  menace  to  life  m 
our  town  is  the  high  tenement  houses,  with  narrow  sin- 
gle steep  stairs,  with  no  fire  escapes.  While  there  is  no 
law  which  will  compel    the    owners    to   provide    tor    the 
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safety  of  their    tenants,    public    sentiment    ought    to    be 
aroused  to  such  a  pitch    as    to    compel    them    to    do  so. 
More  time  has  been  spent  the  last  year  and    more    atten- 
tion been  given  by  the  board  of  health  to    the    condition 
of  the  town  than  ever  before  ;  for    the    reason    that    with 
the  sewers  and  water  supply,  the   rules    adopted    by    the 
town  governing  the  sewer  system,  the    board    have    had 
larger  opportunities  to  accomplish   more    than    any    for- 
mer board.      It  has  required  a   great    deal    of  .time    and 
personal  attention,  with  persistent  efforts,  on  the  part    of 
the  health  officers,  but  we  hope  that  the  citizens  will  feel 
that  the  board  have  tried,  to  .  serve    their   best    interests 
faithfully  and  impartially  in    all    ways    since    they    were 
honored  with  this  trust.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES. 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Berlin  : — 

Gentlemen: — The  trustees  of  the  Public  Library  beg 
leave  to  submit  their  first  annual  report.  The  present 
board  of  three  members  was  appointed  in  April,  1893, 
and  immediately  thereafter,  met  for  the  purpose  of  de- 
vising the  best  method  of  carrying  out  the  wishes  ot  the 
town  concerning  a  free  public  library.  Many  obstacles 
presented  themselves,  necessitating  much  correspond- 
ence with  the  State  Board  of  Library  Commissioners. 
In  the  beginning,  it  was  proposed  to  incorporate  the 
Town  library  with  that  at  Berlin  Mills.  The  trustees  of 
the  library  at  the  Mills  offered  shelf  room  free  of  expense 
Rut  the  State  board  refused  to  donate  the  $1  00  worth  of 
books,  unless  the  books  so  given  should  be  controlled 
exclusively  by  the  town,  and  not  amalgama  ted  with  a  li- 
brary already  existing,  and  controlled  by  private  parties. 
The  trustees  of  the  library  at  the  upper  village  did  not 
see  their  way  clear  to  turn  over  their  collection  to  the 
town,  and  as  it  would  be  manifestly  impractical  to  have 
two  separate  libraries  in  the  same  rooms,  and  further,  as 
there  was  a  feeling  in  the  community  that  the  town  libra- 
ry should  be  nearer  the  center  of  the  town  than  it  would 
be  if  located  at  the  Mills,  the  trustees  decided  that  the 
only  feasible  way  would  be  to  open  an  independent  and 
entirely  separate  institution.  We  are  pleased  to  note,  in 
passing,  that  there  is  no  rivalry  between  the  two  libraries, 
and  we  feel  certain  that  the  time  is  not  far  off  when  the 
two  will  be  united,  and  as  far  as  possible,  books  are  be- 
ing purchased  with  that  prospect  in  view. 
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Atter  much  vexatious  delay,  two  rooms  were  rented  in 
Clement's  block,  and  possession  was  taken  October  first. 
In  consideration  of  being  freed  from  the  trouble  of 
painting  and  papering  the  rooms,  Mr.  Clement  reduced 
the  rent  to  $4.00  per  month.  Shelves  were  put  up, 
capacity  about  1200  volumes.  The  trustees  received 
much  encouragement  of  a  very  practical  kind,  from  sev- 
eral of  our  business  and  professional  men,  who  came  for- 
ward with  liberal  contributions,  to  pay  the  expenses  con- 
tingent upon  fitting  and  furnishing  the  rooms.  This 
action,  of  course,  enabled  the  trustees  to  purchase  twice 
as  many  books  as  they  otherwise  would  have  done. 

Early  in  November,  the  State  Board  of  Library    Com- 
missioners, per  our  order,  sent  us   101  volumes,  all    well- 
selected,    valuable    works,    including    works   of  history, 
science,  fiction,  travels    and    biography.     The  institution 
was  opened  to  the  public    November    22,    1893.       From 
time  to  time,  books  have  been  purchased  with    the   mon- 
ey   appropriated    by    the    town,    and    several    individuals 
have  presented  books  to  the  library  <  their  names  are  ap- 
pended to  this  report )  till  at  the    present    time    we    have 
320  volumes,    amongst    which  one    can    find    books    on 
nearly  every  subject  likely  to  come  up  in    everyday    life. 
In  every  town,  the  majority  of   the    reading    public   call 
for  fiction.      In  a    small    library,    this   department    must 
necessarily  increase  more  rapidly    than    any    other,    and 
the  larger  part  of    books    purchased    have    been    of   this 
character,  but  we  have  striven  to  include  only  wholesome 
and  harmless  books,  and  trust  that  we  have  not  been  un- 
successful.     The  tastes  and  habits  of  study  of  all    classes 
of  people  have  been  carefully  considered  in   making    our 
selections.      Works    relating    to    the   arts    and    sciences, 
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mechanics,  ancient  and  modern  history,  biography,  phil- 
osophy, politics  and  religion,    will   be    found    upon    our 
shelves,  and  we  think    business    and    professional    men, 
farmers,  mechanics,  teachers,  as  well  as  people  of  leisure 
may  find  there  something  of  profit,  education  and    recre- 
ation.     An  effort   will    be    made    in   the    near    future    to 
bring  the  library  into  closer    relation    with    the    schools, 
the  trustees  believing  that  a  great  field  of  usefulness    lies 
in  that  direction.      The  report  of  the  Librarian  to    which 
we  invite  your  attention,  shews  excellent   results    accom- 
plished in  a  short  time    and  with     comparatively    limited 
means.      In  the  course  of  a  very  few   weeks   the   wisdom 
of  maintaining  a  free  circulating  library  in  the    center  of 
our  town  has  been  entirely  justified.      In  spite  of  the   fact 
that  the  undertaking  has    been    only    moderately    adver- 
tised, the  public  has  quickly   availed    itself   of  its    privi- 
leges, and    the    small    number    ot    volumes    already    ac- 
quired has  been   drawn  upon  steadiiv    to    an    extent    de- 
manding large  and  immediate  additions  to    the    stock   of 
books,  in  order  to  meet  in   some    measure,    the    needs    of 
its  p  itrons.      The  scene  whenever  the  Library  is  opened 
for  the  distribution   of    books    ought    to    convince    every 
visitor  that  the  town  should  warmly  second  the  efforts  of 
the  trustees  to  render  the  institution  thoroughly  efficient. 
The  steadv    stream    of    applicants    lor    books,    and    the 
great  interest  evinced,  plainly  shew  that  a  very  real  need 
in  the  life  of  our  community  is  being  met  to  some  degree 

by  this  work. 

"Perhaps  the  mo<  striking  feature  in  the  circulation  ot 
the  Library  at  present  is  displayed  in  the  large  number 
of  books  taken  out  by  boys.  They  have  eagerly  de- 
voured hooks  of  adventure,  travel  and  boys'  fiction  to  an 
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extent  which  has  made  it  necessary  to  limit  the  circula- 
tion of  this  class  of  literature  in  order  to  husband  the 
limited  supply  at  the  disposal  of  the  public.  When  it  is 
considered  that  the  youth  of  Berlin  have  few  resources 
for  using  and  improving  their  time  outside  of  school 
hours,  the  value  of  the  Library  in  supplying  a  means  for 
developing  a  taste  for  good  literature  among  them,  be- 
comes clearly  evident. 

There  is  not  the  shadow  of  a    doubt    that    the    Berlin 
Free  Public  Library  should  be  liberally   maintained   and 
made  as  efficient  as  possible.      It  is  not  a    question    sim- 
ply of  support ;  the  Library  must  be  increased    and    ren- 
dered capable  of  doing  the  work  which   our    citizens    de- 
mand of  it.     To  this    end    the    Trustees   beg    leave    res- 
pectfully  to    call    the    attention    of  the     town      of  Ber- 
lin   to    the    needs     of    the    institution    which   are     most 
pressing.      First;  in    order   to    increase    the    number    of 
volumes  and  supply  those  departments  which    at   present 
are  lacking,  — especially  works  of  reference    in    science 
and  history,  and  in  fiction,  for  girls,  an  appropriation    of 
$200  is  recommended.     The  Library  aims,  of  course    to 
reach  all,  but  there  is  a  dearth  in  those  branches  of  read- 
ing just  named  which  has  seriously   hindered    its    useful- 
ness, and  the  defect  ought  to  be    remedied.       Simply    to 
maintain  the  circulation  a  very   considerable   increase  in 
the  number  of  volumes    is   really   required.       After    one 
day's  opening  for  distribution  now,  the  shelves  are    often 
left  almost  bare.      The  sum  desired  is  not   excessive    for 
such  needs. 

Secondly ;  we  recommend  that  $50.00  be  appropri- 
ated for  the  salary  of  the  Librarian,  The  present  salary 
of  $25.00    is    ridiculously    inadequate     in    view    of  the

amount  of  labor  constantly  required  to  manage  the  af- 
fairs of  the  Library.  This  labor  must  steadily  increase 
and  in  simple  fairness  its  recompense  should  not  be  under 
$50.00. 

Thirdly;  the  running  expenses  of  the  Library  include 
at  the  lowest  possible  estimate  $50  for  rent,  and  $15  for 
fuel  and  lights,  and  other  incidentals. 

The  Trustees,  therefore,  in  view  of  the  extraordinary 
success  of  the  Library  from  the  start,  and  its  usefulness 
to  all  citizens  of  Berlin,  do  respectfully  recommend 
that  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $315  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Free  Public  Library  during  the  ensuing 
year. 

The  following  regulations  havp  been  adopted  by  the 
Trustees,  an  abstract  from  which  is  pasted  inside  the 
cover  of  each  book. 


REGULATIONS. 

No  book  or  other  property  belonging  to  the  Library  shall  be  taken 
from  the  Library  room  without  the  consent  of  the  Librarian. 

Any  person  entitled  to  Library  privileges,  who  shall  take  any  book 
from  the  Library  room  without  allowing  the  usual  record  to  be  made  of 
the  loan  of  such  book,  shall  be  fined  one  dollar. 

No  person  shall  loan  any  book  belonging  to  the  Library  to  any  one 
outside  of  his  own  household,  under  penalty  of  forfeiture  of  Library  card 

The  holder  of  a  card  can  draw  but  one  book  at  a  time. 

No  book  can  be  taken  from  the  Library  or  returned  except  on  presenta- 
tion of  borrower's  card. 

A  book  can  be  kept  out  two  weeks,  unless  otherwise  stated  on  the 
cover.  When  kept  beyond  the  time  allowed,  a  fine  of  two  cents  per  day 
shall  be  charged. 

Books  may  be  renewed  (with  the  exception  of  seven-day  books)  by  re- 
turning the  book  with  card,  to  the  Library,  wyhen  the  book  is  due. 

If  an  overdue  book  is  not  returned,  the  borrower  shall  be  charged  with 
all  expense  incurred  in  sending  for  the  same. 

Borrowers  owing  a  fine  shall  forfeit  all  privileges  of  the  Library  until 
such  fine  is  paid. 
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Any  one  losing  or  injuring  a  book  shall  replace  it  with  one  of  equal 
value,  or  pay  the  Librarian  for  the  same,  as  he  shall  determine. 

Any  resident  of  Berlin,  above  the  age  of  twelve  years,  may  take  books 
from  the  Library,  on  complying  with  the  regulations.  Residents  of 
adjacent  towns  may  take  books  from  the  Library  subject  to  a  fee  deter- 
mined by  the  Trustees. 

The  Library  shall  be  open  for  the  distribution  of  books  on  such  days 
and  hours  as  the  Trustees  may  direct.  it  shall  be  closed  on  all  legal 
holidays,  and  also  for  three  consecutive  weeks  of  each  year,  for  the 
examination  of  the  books. 

The  Trustees  may,    at    any    time,    restrict    certain   books  to  use  in  the 
Library  only,  withdraw   them    from    circulation    entirely,    or  if  in  great 
demand,  limit  the  time  of  their  absence    from   the  Library  to  seven  days 
and  make  such  other  regulations  as  shall    be   found  for  the  best  interest 
of    book  takers. 


DONATIONS  TO  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY.

The  above  statistics  of  circulation  are  based  upon 
data  beginning  December  2,  1893.  Although  the 
Library  was  first  opened  to  the  public  November  22d, 
no  record  was  kept  of  the  circulation  till  December  2. 
These  statistics  are  hardly  a  fair  criterion  of  the  useful- 
ness of  our  Library.  People  were  slow  to  discover  that 
such  an  institution  existed;  the  circulation  for  the  first 
weeks  was  very  small ;  thus,  the  average  for  the  whole 
time  is  lower  than  it  should  be.  There  has  been  a  steady 
increase  in  the  circulation  from  the  beginning,  hardly  a 
library-day  passing,  during  which  no  new  cards  are 
issued.      Much    annoyance    is    caused    by    such   a  small 
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number  of  books  being  drawn  upon  by  so  large  a 
number  of  borrowers.  At  present,  there  are  141  cards 
in  active  use  in  the  library,  and  only  320  volumes.  The 
result  has  been  that  a  person  rarely  finds  the  book  "in'' 
that  he  wants ;  and  there  have  been  days  when  the 
number  of  books  remaining  on  the  shelves  was  ridicu- 
lously small.  But  borrowers  have  displayed  much 
patience  with  this  state  of  affairs,  and  as  the  Library 
grows,  it  will  largely  be  remedied. 

Appended  to  this  report,  will  be  found  a  classified 
catalogue  of  the  books  belonging  to  the  Library,  March 
1,1894.  I  would  suggest  that  a  few  hundred  copies 
of  this  be  printed  outside  of  the  report,  for  distribution  to 
patrons  of  the  library.  A  small  price  could  be  put  upon 
these  catalogues,  which  would  both  add  to  the  resources 
of  the  Library,  and  insure  their  proper  care.  By  means 
of  bulletins,  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  keep  lists  of 
new  books  posted,  is  soon  as  they  are  ready  for  delivery. 
Some  books  get  overlooked,  but  such  will  always  be 
found  in  the  card-catalogue,  which  is  always  complete 
and  up  to  date.  This  is  but  little  used  by  the  public, 
but  as  the  institution  grows,  patrons  will  gradually  dis- 
cover its  usefulness.  For  "hunting  up"  a  certain  book,  a 
card-catalogue  offers  the  readiest  and  most  convenient 
method. 

A  study  of  the  patrons  of  the  Library  shows  that  the 
majority  of  them  are  bovs  of  from  13  to  16  years  of  a^e. 
(On  the  first  day  of  opening,  November  22d,  ten  persons 
applied  for  books.  Of  these,  six  were  High  School 
boys,  three  were  men  and  two  ladies.)  This  fact  alone 
is  a  strong  argument  for  the  proper  maintenance  of  the 
institution.      The  next    largest    class    is    ladies,  but  their 
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number  is  nearly  equalled  by  that  of  the  gentlemen.  The 
smallest  class  of  readers  is  young  girls.  Possibly  this 
may  be  because  of  the  scarcity  of  books  in  the  Library, 
written  for  this  class  of  readers.  The  boys  seem  anxious 
to  devour  everything  in  their  line  that  the  Library  has  to 
offer.  They  select  mostly  fiction,  naturally,  but  travels, 
natural  science  and  history  are  not  overlooked  by  them. 

An  abstract  from  the  Library  records  showing  the 
circulation  for  February,  will  give  a  fair  idea  oi  the 
character  of  the  reading.

The  relation  which  the  fiction  circulation  bears  to  that 
of  other  subjects  can  be  seen  from  the  above  table.  For 
the  month,  it  averages  about  73  per  cent.  If  the  circula- 
tion increasese  in  the  future  as  it  has  in  the  past,  which 
is  unlikely,  it  will  be  necessary  to  increase  the  number  of 
hours  during  which  the  Library  is  open. 

In  some  towns,  enjoying  library  privileges,  clubs  are 
formed  for  the  purpose  of  studying  special  subjects. 
Should  any  wish  to  form  such    a   club    here  the  librarian 
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will  be  glad  to  suggest    methods    of   study,  and  to  mark 
out  a  course  of  reading  to  be  followed. 

For  some  reason,  the  teachers  in  the  public  schools 
have  been  slow  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages 
which  the  Library  offers  in  their  work.  Probably  this  is 
in  absence  of  a  printed  catalogue,  they  have 'not  vet 
found  out  the  resources  of  the  Library  in  this  direction. 
With  their  active  co-operation,  the  Library  might  be 
made  a  powerful  adjunct  to  the  schools  in  the  vTork  of 
practical  education.  I  would  suggest  that  there  be 
occasional  meetings  of  the  teachers  at  the  Library,  for  a 
conference  with  the  librarian  and  trustees.  To  them  the 
Library  should  be  accessible  at  all  times. 

From  an  inside  point  of  view,  it  is  evident  that  the 
Library  has  started  on  a  very  useful  career,  and,  to  use 
a  well-worn-phrase,  fills  a  "long-felt  want."
